OME HAVE ASKED, “If I send an offering to 

S Church of God Foreign Missions directly, will the 

state in which I live receive credit on its foreign 
missions program?” The answer is as follows: Yes, proper 
credit is always given for each offering sent to the Mis- 
sions Department provided that it has been properly des- 
ignated. It would be good for an individual who wishes 
to send a cash offering to the Missions Department for 
any particular project to send it through his local church 
by advising the treasurer of the church to mail it to the 
state office. The state office, in turn, should be advised 
as to how this money is to be appropriated so that they 
may correctly stipulate it when they forward the money 
to General Headquarters. For the local church and state 
to get proper credit in the most simplified manner, it 
would be best to send it through the local and state 
treasuries. 

If the donor does not prefer to do this, the money may 
be sent directly to the Foreign Missions Department, 1080 
Montgomery Avenue, N.E., Cleveland, Tennessee. In this 
case, the state overseer will receive a copy of the Cash 
Received Journal each month from the General Secre- 
tary-Treasurer’s office, which will show every donation 
for missions that came from that particular state to the 
Foreign Missions office. The state office will then give 
proper credit to each local church. 

The work of God must not be impeded. It must go for- 
ward. The field is the world, and there are two billion 
in this field who represent the ripened, golden grain yet 
to be harvested. Reapers are needed, and money is need- 
ed to send the reapers! The reaper has offered himself 
for service, for he has a burden to carry the gospel to 
the lost. We who do not feel the call to go must feel the 
call to send. There is, therefore, messengers who are 
called and go, and there are those who are called to 
send the messengers. Let us do our part to spread the 
gospel.—Paul H. Walker, Executive Missions Secretary.

the son of David and Bathsheba. His name means 

“the peaceful.” His reign was foretold to be a quiet 
and peaceful one. Solomon’s name may have expressed 
also the fact that David had found the peace of forgive- 
ness. His parental inheritance was remarkably strong in 
several directions. His father, David, was king of Israel, 
and David was in the maturity of his age, having learned 
many beautiful lessons from serving God. His mother, 
Bathsheba, was the granddaughter of Ahithophel, whose 
advice was said to be as if one inquired at the oracle of 
God. Solomon had an excellent education. The common 
opinion is that he was placed under the care and training 
of Nathan; however, we have no proof of this. Although 
he did show that he was brought up in the religion and 
learning of the Jews, he developed a great taste for litera- 
ture and science. He was born in royalty, never having 
to endure hardships such as his father had experienced. 
The piety David had acquired with age possibly influ-

enced Solomon, and we can believe many prayers were 
prayed in his behalf by King David. 

In Gibeon the Lord appeared unto Solomon in a dream 
by night and said, “Ask what I shall give thee.” We read 
that Solomon replied, “Thou hast shewed unto thy serv- 
ant David my father great mercy, according as he 
waiked before thee in truth, and in righteousness, and in 
uprightness of heart with thee. And now, O Lord my 
God, thou hast made thy servant king instead of David 
my father: and I am but a little child: I know not how 
to go out or come in. And thy servant is in the midst of 
thy people which thou hast chosen, a great people, that 
cannot be numbered nor counted for multitude. Give 
therefore thy servant an understanding heart to judge 
thy people, that I may discern between good and bad: 
for who is able to judge this thy so great a people?” 
When God heard the request of Solomon, He was pleased, 
because Solomon had not asked for himself long life, 
riches, nor the lives of his enemies, but understanding 
to discern judgment. So, God declared He would give Solo- 
mon wisdom such as no man before nor after him should 
have. Then God said He would give him riches and hon- 
or, also. 

Solomon undertook to teach a young man knowledge 
and discretion. He laid down the profound truth that the 
fear of the Lord is the beginning of knowledge and let 
youth have regard to God as the Supreme Ruler of man- 
kind. We are not qualified to profit by these instructions 
unless our minds are possessed with a holy reverence for 
God and our every thought is brought into obedience to 
Him. All our knowledge must come from the fear of God. 
The mind is a wonderful gift from God. Do we have an 
open mind to receive those things freely given us by God? 
There are many people in the world who have eyes that 
see not and ears that hear not. The wisdom of God is 
given only to those who walk in the Spirit, for the natural 
man cannot receive the spiritual things from God, neither 
can he understand them. The one who fears God is the 
one who stands with his head bowed in hallowed rever- 
ence to worship at His throne. 


Young people certainly need to watch their compan- 
ionship. Solomon said, “My son, if sinners entice thee, 
consent thou not.” Sinners love company in their sin- 
ning. They entice youth with flattery and fair speech. 
Never has Satan been so active in preparing nets for the 
feet of our youth as he is today. Pitfalls of every descrip- 
tion abound at every turn of the way. It is still possible 
and very manly for young people to exercise the power 
to say “no” to sinners and the sinning business. Some 


tell us we are a victim of our environment, but this is ng 


untruth. We do not have to participate in the evil deeds

of the worldly minded. Those that have a true relish for 
godliness will not be allured by the baits of sin to swal- 
low its hook. They know where to obtain better things 
than Satan has to offer. The fear of God enables a man 
to hold fast his purity and gives him a holy serenity of 
mind, a satisfaction unknown by those who revel in sin. 


REMEMBER, DANIEL WAS a good example 
of one steadfast for God. Even though Daniel was a cap- 
tive in a pagan land, he purposed in his heart not to de- 
file himself with the king’s meat. He was certainly in an 
environment that made it easy for him to surrender to 
evil, but he had strength of character. Thank God, there 
is a way of escape from every temptation if we shall but 
trust Him. God dwells in the heavens. His name is high 
above every name. He is a Tower of strength to our un- 
wary souls if we but call upon Him. If we walk in the 
Spirit, we shall not fulfill the lusts of the flesh. If we 
come boldly to the throne of God and receive instruction 
from our God, we shall not fail. 

Solomon represents the mischievous reasonings sinful 
men use in their enticements. He specifies highwaymen 
who try to draw others into their gang. They say, “Come 
with us; join ous force; let us have one common purse 
and spend what we have together.” Notice their cruelty. 
The whole proposition is a violation of the moral law. 
They set out to gain something which is not rightfully 
theirs. They intend to lurk privily for the innocent to 
swallow him alive. They have no regard for human life; 
their only thought is to get booty, worldly wealth, which 
they call precious substance. They promise themselves an 
abundance of bargains with which to fill their houses. 
The mistake of overvaluing the wealth of this world has 
been the ruination of thousands of persons in all walks 
of life. Jesus once said, “A man’s life consisteth not in 
the abundance of the things which he possesseth.” 

Solomon shows how dangerous it is to harken to the 
temptations of Satan. He warns youth not to walk in the 
way of sinners, for the end of that way is death. It is 
true that the world has much that glitters, but those who 
follow the way of the wicked will hasten their own de- 
struction. Young people, and old as well, are perishing, 
because they have no perception of dangers that lie at 
the end of the broad way. Satan shows the momentary 
pleasures of the here and now, but he never shows the 
terrible calamity that awaits those who indulge in sen- 
sual pleasures. 

Sin may begin in a small way, but in the end it is dead- 
ly. The wages are still the same as when they were giv- 
en in the Bible. Sin is the world’s blood poison. It is man- 
Qe itself in all walks of life. Sin is found in the 

omes of highest society, as well as in the slums. Sin has 
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destroyed the usefulness of man ever since it first en- 
tered upon the human race through the fall of Adam. 
Sin is more destructible than dynamite. No one in his 
right mind dares tamper with dynamite; yet, multitudes 
are wrapped in sin. It reminds one of the account of the 
building of a lifeboat in London many years ago. While 
the workmen were busy building the boat, one man lost 
his hammer. Through a mistake, the hammer was nailed 
in the bottom of the boat. When the boat was put in 
service, every time it rocked on the waves the hammer 
was tossed to and fro. Little by little it wore itself 
through the planking and keel down to the very copper 
plating before it was found out. Only the plate of copper 
kept the vessel from sinking. Sin has its effect no matter 
how small it may seem to the individual. Remember, you 
cannot walk with evil men and not be influenced by 
them. An unholy companionship should always be avoid- 
ed. 

Walking along a business district one day, an observer 
noticed at the side of a window a suit of clothing hanging 
in the breeze. It was marked, “Slightly soiled; greatly re- 
duced in value.” “What a text for young people,” he 
thought. A young man or woman may slightly soil the 
mind by reading a coarse book, seeing a vulgar movie, or 
by allowing little indulgences in dishonest thoughts. Then 
these things reduce him in value and in the end bring 
spiritual death if not repented. 


GOD DESIRES the conversion of sinners and 
a reformation of their lives rather than their ruin. This 
is the reason He is so merciful and His Holy Spirit comes 
again and again to woo the sinner to God. God is a God 
of love and tenderness, however, if man continues in sin 
and continually rejects the call of God, His wrath is sue 
to come upon that person. This age is one of mercy, and 
God stands today with outstretched arms to the penitent 
sinner. The age approaching us is one of judgment. 

Sin is a transgression of the law. Youth is the spring- 
time of life. At this period, many go recklessly on taking 
pleasure in playing with sin. Some go as far as to say 
that youth is the time for folly and of sowing wild oats. 
Let no one imagine that sowing wild oats in youth will 
not result in the reaping in later life. He who shuns the 
evil way in early life will find it means much toward 
physical health and strength, as well as great spiritual 
benefits. Remember, the world caresses before it crushes. 
It is better to shun the bait than to be caught in the 
snare toward the end. 

God appoints a path for the righteous. It is only in the 
path of His appointing that protection is guaranteed. 
Guiding him to life eternal, God’s Word is a map for the

ject, but not one which would be more important. 

Surely every life is written in tears from birth to 
death. The infant in birth begins a long trail of sorrow 
with briny tears. The aged looks back on a wasted life 
strewn with mistakes and takes up lamenting with bit- 
ter tears. 

The Bible is not silent on the subject of tears. Its pages 
bring a story with the first mention of tears in 2 Kings 
20:5. The prophet is commanded to turn aside and tell 
Hezekiah, “. . . I have heard thy prayer, I have seen thy 
tears: behold, I will heal thee.” The mention of tears 
ends in Revelation 21:4, “And God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes.” 

One might ask, “What is a tear?” 

The chemist will say, “A tear is sodium chloride and 
calcium in liquid.” 

The Epicurean will say, “Tears are useless; let’s eat 
and drink, for tomorrow we may die. Let’s be merry to- 
day.” 

The Stoic will inform, “A tear is a sign of cowardice 
and weakness.” 

The psychologist will say, “A tear lubricates the eye- 
ball.” 

The Christian Scientist will rant, “There is no such 
thing; it doesn’t exist; it’s all in the head.” 

Let me give you my definition, “It is the distillation 


g COULD, PERHAPS, TAKE a more pleasant sub- 
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of the soul.” 

To hear a man pray who has never tasted of serious 
trouble, his prayer sounds stereotyped and formal. It be- 
gins in the snowy, fleecy clouds and gradually floa 
earthward without any feeling involved. His eyes are no 
any more moist when he finishes than when he started. 


Listen to that same man when he has been bent be- 
neath a load of trouble and has explored the sorrow of 
the valley, and, lo, his prayer is different. It makes no 
difference whether it is elegant just so he can touch God 
with it. He has been bathed in his own tears. Heaven’s 
dew of weeping has moistened his brow and has lubri- 
cated his soul into fellowship with God. 

The hottest and the saltiest tears are not those the 
mother sheds in the pangs of pain when she delivers her 
infant child, but are in her loneliness when her wayward 
child is away from the fold of God. 

Look at the mother who stands by an empty crib sob- 
bing her heart out for the loss of her child whom death 
has snatched from her bosom. Those tears are much hot- 
ter than those in childbirth. 

We usually think of tears as being the expression of 
physical pain, but look now to that mother who watches 
her only son go into the distance from a railroad station 
platform to the penal institution of the state. Hear her 
as she sobs from her heart, “Oh, I would to God I could 
have shed these tears over a casket rather than see him 
leave like this!” 

Watch the mother who sees her boy off to war, per- 
haps never to see him again. Can’t you hear her cries, 
the very outpouring of a goodly soul, “Oh, if I only knew 
my boy were ready to meet God”? On and on she bewails 
the sadness of seeing her boy go many miles away from 
her, perhaps forever. I say these are the saltiest of all 
tears. 

Sorrow is a great tear manufacturer. Physical pain is 
also a tear producer, and its tears are quickly dried and 
forgotten, but sorrow’s wounds oft are never healed. 

You may ask, “What value is there in tears?” Can a 
child repair the toy by his tears? Can a mother, by tear- 
ful sorrow, receive her child from the bosom of death? 
Then, why has God blotted His Book with the mention of 
tears? 

First, I feel tears are important, for they make us will- 
ing to leave this vale of tears. The child standing over a 
wounded pup or a broken toy and pouring out the inner- 
most of his soul by tears is unknowingly tasting of the 
bitterness which assures one of the happiness beyond 
this life. 

Every life is written with the ink of tears. From in- 
fancy to old age, our lives are sprinkled with tears. God 
has taught us the beauties of heaven more through the 
telescope of tears than by any other method. 

The jilted lover whose very dreams of happiness have 
scampered away with the fickleness of the human love 
has tasted the disappointments written in tears. 

Also, the wife forced to live in a hovel because of a 
husband’s thirst for drink has tasted the bitterness of 
tears when she sees her children deprived of the neces- 
sities of life. 

The mother whose son betrayed his parents’ love and 
was caught in the web of the law has experienced untold 
sorrow expressed only in tears. Her tears have written 
for her a deeper story than that of maternal sufferi 
in childbirth. 

These gather in chorus and tell of the hope through 
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Christ of a better life when God shall wipe away all tears 
from our eyes, when there shall be no more sorrow nor 
death. 

Tears, as have been shown, are the expression of 
physical pain and the expression of a soul. Tears respond 
to inflicted physical sufferings or to troubled souls bowed 
low with sorrows and troubles which touch the very core 
of our emotions. 


TEARS HAVE another important part to 
play in our lives, and I shall deal with the wonderful 
part—and wonderful it is. Few of us have stopped to 
note that tears are sometimes a result of something far 
deeper and abiding than physical pain of troubled souls. 

It is almost impossible to pray a tearful prayer when 
you are not sincere. Some prayers may go unnoticed by 
God. Eloquence and elegance are not important with 
God; but, alas, God will not ignore a tearful prayer! A 
prayer with tears never fails to attract the attention of 
God in any wise. What a thought! A dry-eyed prayer is 
unattractive regardless of how loud, elegant, or demand- 
ing it is. But that prayer bathed in tears, regardless of 
how uncouth it may be, touches the very center of God’s 
compassion. 

A lot of things can be determined by tears. In John 1 
we have a record of the friends of Jesus being saddened 
in utter sorrow by the passing of their brother Lazarus, 
a friend to Jesus. After some days, Jesus returned to 
find his friend buried and decomposing in the tomb. His 
command “Show me where you have laid him!” brought 
mild reproof from the sister of the deceased, “Lord, by 
this time he stinketh.” But hear the words of the Master, 
“Thy brother shall live again!” Of course, the sister knew 
in the last resurrection he would come forth, but Jesus 
assured her through her belief she could see the glory of 
God. 

Verse 35, which consists of only two words, left a great- 
er impact on the emotions of the Jews than all His power 
He had demonstrated before them—‘“Jesus wept.” 

Verse 36 implores special care to say, “Then said the 
Jews, Behold how he loved him!” This sobbing, itiner- 
ant Preacher had eaten with Lazarus, had, no doubt, 
been bosom friends with this humble family, had blessed 
their home on numerous occasions, but never had anyone 
said, “Behold how he loved him!” Here before Lazarus’ 
tomb, with the tears dripping from His cheeks and 
plunging to the ground, they said of Him, “Behold how 
he loved him!” 

The truth is that tears did something nothing else had 
done—to write with indelible impression His love for 
Lazarus. 

Note Jesus, lamenting and weeping, as He looked long- 
ingly over Jerusalem, “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, . . . how 
oft would I have gathered thy children together, as a 
hen doth gather her brood under her wings, and ye 
would not.” Behold how He loved them! 

As recorded in Luke 22:31, 32, the apostle Peter had 
heard the Lord tell him, “Satan hath desired to have 
you, that he may sift you as wheat: But I have prayed 
for thee, . . . and when thou art converted, strengthen 
the brethren.” 

The Apostle felt nothing could make him feel es- 
tranged toward the One he loved who prepared the fish 
for them on the shore to come and dine. The Lord took 
opportunity to make it known to his lovable disciple, 
Peter, that Satan had desired him so that he might sift 
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All the words that Peter had spoken of his love to Him 
failed to impress the Master, but behold the erring disci- 
ple as he left the place where they condemned the Mas- 
ter. Peter denied Him three times, and the rooster crowed, 
writing a new page in the annals of history. The eyes of 
Jesus trailed the Apostle as he left the building. Love 
seemed to have faded with denial, but wait, there are 
tears on the cheeks of this denier. He “went out and wept 
bitterly,” Matthew 26:75. This one thing proved more 
than all others—Peter loved his Lord. 


A LEGEND IS TOLD of an angel that was 
sent by God to the earth to find the most precious thing 
in all the world and bring it back to the Father. The an- 
gel, who had been given a golden cup by the Father, 
came and searched through all the world. He found 
some gold and scooped up a cupful and started soaring 
back to the Father. Suddenly, he stopped with embar- 
rassment, threw the dust to the air, and continued his 
search through the world. Finally, he found some dia- 
monds, and scooping his cup full, he thought that surely 
this will be the most important of all earth’s substances. 
In mid-air he stopped short, because he felt he had again 
made a mistake. He threw the diamonds away and 
again took up his search. He stopped to rest. Off in the 
distance, he heard a faint sound, and with curiosity, he 
neared to find a man praying and pouring out his soul to 
God. The angel drawing nearer to hear the words of the 
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prayer, found the person sobbing as though his heart 
were broken. He took the golden cup that God had given 
him and slipped it gently under the man’s chin to catch 
one of the tears. He caught it in his cup, and soaring 
to the Father, he was satisfied that he had found the 
most valuable thing in all the world—a tear from the 
eyes of one praying! 

If you have ever wondered how David could have been 
called a man after God’s own heart since he committed 
such a terrible crime, I think you will find the answer in 
Psalm 6:6, “... the night make I my bed to swim; I wa- 
ter my couch with my tears.” There’s the answer—David 
was a good crier! 

A good challenge for us is found in Psalm 126:6, “He 
that goeth forth weeping, bearing precious seed, shall 
doubtless come again with rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him.” 

Job adds a mournful note in Job 16:16, “My face is 
foul with weeping, and on my eyelids is the shadow of 
death.” This is not a pleasant sight, but Job is renown 
for his life. Had it not have been for this description, we 
might not have known the tried servant of God to be 
the victor he was. Without tears to prove his love to God, 
he could have been defeated. Tears prove unspeakable 
and indescribable love to God. 

“Oh that my head were waters, and mine eyes a foun- 
tain of tears, that I might weep day and night for the 
slain of the daughter of my people,” Jeremiah 9:1. What 
a statement! Oh, but it came from the anointed lips of 
God’s weeping prophet! What real value in tears. Surely, 
we may grace the foulness of our eyes with fresh tears 
for the slain, the hurt or for the sins of our people. What 
indescribable beauty in one of the tears of God’s saints. 

Weeping tears is a sure sign of sincerity of any one of 
God’s elect. Can we go farther without the beauty of 
tears? I say that we must prove our words by tears. The 
purest of all waters is tears! 

In Ephesians 5:25, 26 could tears, which consist of the 
purest water known, be the bath water for the Church 
that He might cleanse it with the washing of water by 
the Word? Perhaps this could be the pure water of tears 
poured out from His soul in Gethsemane. 

Since the days of Adam, if every person in the world 
had shed fifty tears a year, which would be far below 
the average amount of tears anyone would shed, there 
would be sufficient tears to fill enough fifty-gallon bar- 
rels to circle the earth six times. In one thousand years 
alone, enough tears would be shed, laying the barrels 
end to end, to entirely circle the earth. That’s a lot of 
tears. 

Think of the sorrow of physical pain, trouble, or love 
in each tear. Tears cannot depict a full measure when 
described in pain and sorrow, for there are tears of joy. 
At times laughter is far inefficient. There must be a 
deeper expression, but from whence will it come? Can- 
not laughter bespeak utter joy? Nay! When laughter 
fails to descend to the roots of joy, tears come to view, 
giving expression as nothing else can. 

Here are three things which tears tell: 

They tell of physical pain. 

They tell of inward sorrow. 

They tell of joy unexpressed by laughter or emotions 
foreign to tears. This expression is insurmountable. Noth- 
ing else will prove love as tears. 

As I have mentioned in the text, David said, “Put thou 
my tears into a bottle.” If we could ask David why he 
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wanted his tears put in a bottle, this might be one of 
his answers: 

“Since God wiped all my tears away at my entrance 
into the celestial city, I have nothing to describe my love 
to God. I shall shout it; I shall sing it; I shall tell it to 
God. Yet, when my soul seems not satisfied with all 
these expressions of my love to Him, I shall go to the 
treasure storehouse of God, find my bottle of tears, and 
take it before His holy throne and say, ‘God, these are 
the greatest expressions of my love to you.’ I’m sure my 
bottle of tears will mean more to God than all my songs, 
praises, or words. ‘Put thou my tears into a bottle.’” 

God shall wipe away all tears from our eyes, and if 
He puts our tears in a bottle, we shall have eternally 
the uttermost proof of our love to Him. 

Pleasant association failed to prove Jesus’ love to Laz- 
arus and his sisters, but tears did—“‘Behold how he loved 
him!” 

A penitent sinner doesn’t effect God’s forgiveness un- 
less his soul is poured out in tears upon the altar of re- 
pentance. God never refuses a prayer bathed in tears. 

Remember, tears are the dew of heaven’s distillation! 
If God puts my tears into a bottle, will He have a memori- 
al of my love for Him that will thrill His heart? Will my 4 
bottle be empty? I can write my love on God’s heart 
only in tears distilled from my soul in the tears of my 
eyes. 

Shall we join the weeping prophet, “Oh that my head 
were waters and mine eyes fountains of tears”? If we 
will, God and His Son Jesus will say, “Behold how they 
love us.”

New Church Building Dedication

Coffeyville, Kansas, Church of God 
met in business session with Doyle 
Stanfield, state overseer, and decided 
to replace their old, dilapidated frame 
church building at 1626 Elmwood Drive 
with a new, modern church building 
at 1223 W. 12th Street.

After much prayer and 
planning, the actual work on the 
building began around March 1, 1954. 

Today on a three-acre tract front- 


‘ ing W. 12th Street stands a beautiful 


32- by 87-foot haydenite block build- 
ing with composition shingle roof, 
trussed rafters, colored concrete floor, 
and steel sash windows, making the 
building as fireproof as possible. In- 
cluded in the facilities of the plant 
are two modern rest rooms, nursery, 
cloak room, office, three Sunday 
School rooms, and a beautiful 30- by 
50-foot auditorium. The outside ma- 
sonry walls are finished in Spanish 
buff, and the inside is finished in pas- 
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tel green with tan floor and ivory 
ceiling. 


The contractor’s conservative esti- 
mate placed the value of the property 
at $35,000; however, with the help of 
the Lord and earnest planning by 
Pastor Golden and his building com- 
mittee—George Shamblin, John Jack- 
son, and Leo Loffer—the cost of the 
building was completed at less than 
half that amount. 


On July 18 a splendid audience 
heard T. A. Perkins, state overseer of 
Oklahoma and former pastor, deliver 
the dedicatory message and Doyle 
Stanfield, state overseer of Kansas, 
deliver the dedicatory prayer. The 
mayor of Coffeyville, the Honorable 
Denver Hargis, gave a very inspiring 
talk, also. 

This church stands today as a mon- 
ument to the faith of this pastor, 
these members, and friends of a 
church that took as their building pro- 
gram slogan, “The God of heaven, he 
will prosper us; therefore we his serv- 
ants will arise and build,” Nehemiah

has been conducted in the new church 
by David Goff, evangelist, and the 
Reverend Mrs. Elma Savchenko, song 
evangelist—Church Reporter.

ASSEMBLIES TO SET UP FOUR- 
YEAR LIBERAL ARTS COLLEGE 

SPRINGFIELD, Missouri (EP) The 
Assemblies of God, with national 
headquarters in Springfield, Missouri, 
will swing open the doors at Evangel 
College, the Church’s first four-year 
liberal arts college, in the fall of 1955. 
Land for the new school was recently 
given to the Church by the U.S. Gov- 
ernment after Springfield’s O’Reilly 
Hospital was abandoned. Grounds for 
the “ready-made” campus will include 
paved streets, many trees and shrubs, 
and complete facilities for beginning 
classes next fall. 

The college will have seventy build- 
ings, a heating plant, and a campus 
of 58.6 acres of ground. Numerous 
buildings on the property will provide 
approximately forty classrooms, ad- 
ministration offices, laboratories, stu- 
dios, and shops, as well as housing 
for students and members of the fac- 
lty. Value of the large tract of land 
as been set at approximately $948,000. 
egotiations for release of the prop- 
erty to the Assemblies of God were 
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begun around a year ago. At that 
time, the General Council of the 
Church appointed a committee to look 
into establishment of a senior college 
which would serve the thousands of 
Pentecostal youth. 

The Rev. Robert Ashcroft, national 
educational secretary, has announced 
that the Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor 
of Science, and Bachelor of Educa- 
tion degrees will be offered at Evan- 
gel College. Plans are being made to 
select a faculty fully equipped to give 
youth interested in attending a Chris- 
tian college the best possible in ad- 
vanced education. The school will 
meet accrediting standards of the 
State of Missouri, the North Central 
Accrediting Association, and the Vet- 
erans’ Administration. 


CHRISTIAN STUDENTS MEET 
DURING HOLIDAYS 

URBANA, Illinois (EP) The Fourth 
International Student Missionary 
Convention met the week after Christ- 
mas. It was held at the university in 
Urbana, Illinois, December 27 to Janu- 
ary 1, with attendance of some 1,600 
Christian students from universities, 
Bible institutes, and seminaries in the 
United States, Canada, and abroad.
